Tlie Quern's Speech. 


The Queen's speech road

in the same formal, unemotional terms,

Britain. It baldly announces that the 
war is still continuing, expresses deep 
sorrow for the loss oc valuable lives it 
has entailed, tribute is paid to the hero- 
ism of the men of all ranks and great 
gratification is expressed at the patriotic 
feeling of loyalty manifested ithoughout 
•the Queen's dominions 


Foreign Relations Friendly. 


No indication whatever is given of the 


policy in relation to the war^ but the 
colonial troops are singled for special 
•compliment. The speech states that 
the 
relation with -foreign powers is 


friendly, announces 
with satiafaction 


that ii treaty has been concluded with 
Germany respecting Samoa, to a portion 
of which treaty the United States has 
-also agreed. 
A bill for the federation of 


the Australian colonies is promised and 
ailso n measure tor coping with the 
.umine in India. 


T» Meet Large Expenditures 


The House of Commons is informed 


•that its attention is demanded to make 
.provision for the large military expendi- 
ture incurred, while provision must also 
be made for completing the efficiency of 
the navy and improving the coast de- 
fenses. 


The naval expenditure is for rearming 


itho flflat with new quick firing guus. No 
.domestic legislation ot the slightest im- 
portance is promised, the government 
-foreseeing that attention will be conteo- 
trated on the war and foreign affairs,

NEVER SO BRIGHT 


Maud Gonne Advocates Physical Fotce 


In Securing Freedom For the 


(ireen Isle, 


Now York, Jan. 30—With the news of 


a crushing defeat of the English troops 
under Gen. Buller came Maud Gonne, 
the ''Irish Joan ot Arc," yesterday after- 
noon. The coincidence is mentioned 
because this young woman, who is one 
of the most prominent figures in the 
Irish affairs today, advocates the revival 
of the physical force doctrine of the 
Fenians in the effort to obtain the free- 
dom of Irelaad, the seinidemoralization 
of the British nation over the Boer vic- 
tories furnishing the opportunity. 


"JSfo people/' said Miss Gonne, as the 


steamship La Normandie came up the 
bay, ''ever won liberty 
without the 


shedding of blood and great personal 
sacrifice. 
Ireland's opportunity 
was 


never so bright. 
It will not do to let 


the hour of destiny slip. It comes but 
oncp in the life of a nation.'1 


'•S;ories tlwt have reached the states 


rogardiug prosperity in Ireland are not 
tiue. We are fighting continually, es 
pecially against the enlistment of Irish- 
men in the English army. There are 
now less than 25,000 Irish soldiers in 
the service of the queen and to such 
straits are the recruiting sergeants re- 
duced that they are taking sick men 
from hospitals 
This is a fact. 


"Ireland's opportunity is present. 


The sentiment ot Ireland today is the 
sentiment that governed Ireland in the 
days of '67, before Parnell advised us to 
'hold out our hands'. Now there are 
only 6,000 English soldiers in all Ire 
land. If we would strike a blow we 
must strike it soon. 
England is not in 


a position to refuse anything."

Uncle Sam Will Forgive All the In- 


surgents Who Will Give Up Their 
Arms Within a 
Certain 
Time— 


Those Who Do Not Will be De- 
clared Outlaws and Bandits and Will 
be Hunted Down Without Mercy. 
Washington, Jan. 30—It was learned 


today from official sources that the pres- 
ident intends to issue within the next 
thirty days his Philippine proclamation 
extending amnesty to the insui gents, 
and denouncing as outlaws and bandits 
all who do not avail themselves ot its 
terras. This determination was reached 
after several conferences with the secre- 
tary of war and other members of the 
cabinet. 


The proclamation has not yet been 


drafted, but the general terms of its 
provisions have been fully discussed, 
and it is announced that it will contain 
a declaration of the end of the insurrec- 
tion in the islands. This will be fol- 
lowed by a grant ot amnesty to all in- 
surgents who lay down their arms 
within a specified time. The time has 
not yet been decided upon, but the pres- 
ident believes sixty days sufficient, and 
this meets the approval of the secretary 
of war. 


The proclamation will declare that, 


owing to the termination of the insur- 
rection, all persons who do not avail 
thetneolves ot its terms within the time 
given will be treated as outlaws and 
bandits. 
For some tivne the president 


has had under consideration an an- 
nouncement of the termination of the 
rebellion, but has been waiting tor a 
complete disintegration of all the Fili- 
pino forces. 


Crushing Remnant)* of Kehellloii 


Reports from General Otis dp 
not 


show that 'any organized rebellion exists 
in the northern part ot Luzon, and re 
cent reports indicate that the only oppo- 
sition found now is in the island south 
of Manila 
General Sehwan has been 


sent to conquer the enemy in this sec- 
tion, and has been meeting with stir 
prising success. He has pursued the 
insurgents without abatement, and has 
inflicted severe defeats in every engage- 
ment, and the American forces in Cavito 
and Batangas provinces have reduced 
the Filipino organizations to mere ro v 
ing bands of only a tew hundred men 


The campaign under General Scbwan 


is to ba pusheid with renewed vigor, and 
it is the intention of the president to 
issue his proclamation on the completion 
ot the Schwan expedition. War depart - 
n ent officials are of the belief that Gen- 
eral Schwan will succeed in pacytying 
Cavite and Batangas provinces within a 
few weeks, and that General Otis will be 
able to report the complete pacification 
of tiie islands within less than thirty 
days. 


There is much comment among army 


officers about the absence of news re- 
garding Aguinaklo. and it is believed 
by some that he may have succeeded in 
escaping from the island entirely. Gen- 
Otis has ,uot mentioned him in any re- 
port since he was being pursued by 
Major March's bat alion in the mount- 
ains toward Bayombong.

wealthiest and most prominent young 
men ot Milwaukee, died yesterday, ns the 
result of an operation for appendicitis 
He was a son-in-law ot Frederick Pabst 
being married to the youngest daughte 
of the brewer. The 'young man was tn 
ken sick on Wednesday, but it was not 
until Sunday 
that 
the 
operation 


was performed, and he failed to rally 
from the shock. Although a millionaire 
in his own name, young Nunnemacher 
held tho position of chief of the real es- 
tate department of the brewery and at- 
tended to his duties like any other 
employe 
He had traveled extensively, especially 


in the Orient, and took part in the res- 
cue of Kim Kok Kum, a Corean prince, 
who had been condemned to death His 
-.•ollection of ancient and modern fire 
arms is said to be the finest private col- 
lection in the world. 


He was born in Milwaukee in 1872, 


and his father, Kudolph Nunnemacher, 
was one of the leading bankers of tbe 


He was 


educated at the Milwaukee German- 
English Academy, and went early into 
business, under his father's direction

way robbery, ia alleged to have made n 
full confession. 


According to interested officers Camp- 


bell has stated that he and one Harry 
Bundy of Beloit, ore alone responsible 
for the recent hold-up ia Beloit. Camp- 
bell, it is alleged, also stated that Ed- 
ward Dcvers ai.d Michnel Tobin also of 
Beloit and under arrest on the same 
charge, are innocent and that they hud 
nothing to do with the robbery. 


Campbell was arrested along with

stated on its face, is .not a license to 
practice medicine or surgery. It confers' 
upon its holder co powers 'nor privileges 
not possessed 
by 
him ^before. 
The 


license, however, explicitly givea author- 
ity to "pursue the practice of medicine 
and surgery" in the state of Wisconsin. 
It is also prioiK facie evidence of gradu- 
ation from a recognized college/County 
clerks are required to record licentiates 
and registrates in separate books, and | 
life insurance companies or other en- ! 
quirers as to professional standing will 
naturally refer to licentiates first. These 
are some of the reasons why most grad- 
uates prefer licenses. 


Attention is called to the fact that the 


registration law expires April 1, 1900, 
and, that after that date the board can 
not legally register any 
physician 


After April l.any practitioner not regis- 
tered or licensed will be subject t'j the 
penalties for the violation of the law, 
and tbe board will have no alternative 
but to prosecute.

Chicago, Jan. 30.—The state .anti- 


trust law of 1S23 has been declared 
unconstitutional by Judge Kohlsaat, 
•who holds that, because of the section 
•which exempts from its provisions ihe 
Agriculturist and stock-raiser, the stat- 
ute is tainted with class and special 
legislation, aud therefore contravene? 
both the federal and state constitu- 
tions. 
The objectionable part of the 


law is section 9, which contains the 
•words: 
"The provisions of this act 


shall not apply to agricultural prod- 
ucts or live stock while in the har.ds 
«f the producer or raiser." 
The su- 


preme court of the state has never i 
passed upon the law of 1S93. Its deci- 
sions upholding the validity of the act 
•of 1891, of which the law of 1S93 is an 
amplification, were rendered, to be 
sure, in the "milk shippers' " and "glu- 
cose" cases, but the statute of 1S!H did 
•not contain the clause which Judge 
Kohlsaat now brands as fatal class leg- 
islation. 


The ruling was made in the case oE 


the Union Sewer Pipe company against 
Thomas Connelly, but applied as wall 
•to the case of the same plaintiff against 
"William Dee. the two cases having 
lieen consolidated, and the action, ue- 
'ing brought to recover some §0,000 on 
•contracts, 
the 
defendants 
resisting 


payments on their notes on the ground 
•that, 
tinder the 
Illinois 
statute, a 


"trust" had no rig!:f. to sue or recover 
on any contract n:.i-.!s in this state. 


After pointing on: that the contracts 


in litigation are not of themselves in 
restraint of trade, and hence not void 
under the common law either of Ohio 
or Illinois, and after holding further 
that no principle of interstate com- 
merce (the legal crux of the Sherman 
anti-trust law) was involved, the court 
•holds that the said classing taints the 
-whole act'and renders all void. There- 
fore the special defense set up in the 
third notice must be stricken out. 


Opinions differ as to whether 
the 


State is now left without an anti-trust 
jaw. 
It is held by some lawyers that 


the act of 1S9K did not supersede that 
of 1S91 and that the latter statute is 
still in force.
